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[ _}). the SS Partisanka sailed from Montevideo for Split, Yugoslavia, on 6 April 
19h8 at"10:30 p.m., after having arrived from Buenos Aires at 3:30 in the 
25X1 afternoon of the same day. The Partizanke carried 650 Yugoslav repatriates 
from Argentina and about 100 from Wrigusy. The second voyage of this ship 
is scheduled for May 198, at which time it is expected that 800 Yugoslav

expenses would be paid for those repatriates who could not afford the normal 
cost of the voyage. 


3. Two weeks before the arrival of the Partisanka, it was reported that only 100 
Yugoslava in Argentina had presented themselves for repatriation, and that 
the vast mejority of them were of a very low cultural, educational, and pro-- 
fessional level, The Yugoslav Legation was disconcerted by this situation, 
and inmediately initiated an intensified propaganda campaign. Officials of 
the Legation simultaneously began an intensified search for candidates among

The following information has been obtained on the captain of the Partizanka, 
Andro Radic. Shortly after the arrival of the ship, Radic had a secret meet~ 
ing with an eld friend, Niko Dabinovic, a former sea captain from Kotor 
Dalmatia. Racie told Dabinovic that current conditions in Yugoslavia are very 
bad, and that police terrorism is increasing daily. In recounting his om 
experiences, Racic stated that he had been forced to be a member of a "people's 
court" and to sentence many people with severe penalties. He further pointed 
out that as captain of the eahip, he has no actual control over the 191 menbers 
of the ‘es crew, and that le is merely the navigationel director of 
the ehip. atated that there are six armed guards aboard the ship who main- 
tain a 2h-hour deck watch, three at a time, and that he has no con‘rol over 
their activities. 


In apite of the rigid control imposed by the Argentine police and their orders 
that none of the crew was to be allowed ashore, source indicated that one crew 
menber escaped by goin: ashore from an Argentine ship which was tied up along~ 
wide the Partisanka. This deserter, believed to be a former member of Macek's 
Peasant Party, immediately made contact with Argentine anti-Communist Croats. 
The latter, however, are reported to be skeptical of his motives, not yet be- 
ing certain whether he is a sincere colleague or a Commmist penetration 
agent. 


In view of the feeling in Druguay, as expressed in many newspapers there*, 


_ that the repatriation of many well-established Yu,oelavs on the SS Partizanka 


is suspicious, information on some of the individuals who are leaving Uruguay 
is presented.
